nom on foot, the Dake of Shrewsbury refus'd to 


introduce Mr. Wylde to preſent it, upon which 
my Lord Preſident did introduce it: It is 


thought neceſſary to print the ſaid Addreſs, 
and ſome account of it, as well to undeceive 
thoſe Who know the ſaid Dyer little enough to 
believe him, as to vindicate the ſaid Addreſs 
from his weak Aſperſions; tho it does azffer an 
Form, and much more in Matter, from. ſome 


other Aaareſſes now on Foot. ; 
It is very well known, that there was an 


Addreſs prepar'd, and promoted by a certain 
Party, of ſuch a Form as Mr. Dyer approves, 


which was intended to have been offer'd at 
the late Aſſizes, but was unhappily ſtiff'd, 
both by the want of thoſe tumoltuous Re- 


ſpects that were ſhew'd in ſome other Coun- 
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tys to the Favorites of that Party, and by 
their being ſatisfyd that there were very few 
of the Gentlemen on the Jurys, either for the 
County or City of Worceſter, that would 
come into ſuch Meaſures. But this Addreſs 
was no otherwiſe promoted by the Lord Biſhop 
of Oxford, than in concert with other Gen- 
tlemen of the ſaid County, of known Zeal 
and Affection to her Majeſty's Perſon and Go- 
vernment, and to the preſent happy Eſtabliſh- 
ment both in Church and State, As 

It was, as it is truly ſaid in the Title. of 
it, unanimouſly agreed upon and ſign'd by all 
the Gentlemen of the Grand Jury, which 
conſiſted of nineteen Perſons aſſembl'd from 
different parts of the County, and was the moſt 
conſiderable Jury, as well inSubſtanceas Number, 
that had been impannePd at any Seſſions for 
the ſaid County within Memory. And when 
it was offer'd by the Foreman to the Court for 
their Concurrence, it was alſo agreed to Ne- 
mine Contraaicente by all the Gentlemen upon 
the Bench, and was ſign'd by the High-She- 
riff and ſeventeen of the Deputy Lieutenants 
and Juſtices of Peace, which muſt be allow'd 
by any one that knows the ſaid County to 
have been a very full Bench. But had not 
the ſubſcribing, of it been purpofely confin'd 
to the Gentlemen in Commiſſion, that were 
preſent at the ſaid Seſſions, and to the Grand 
Jury, as being the. moſt proper Repreſphtative

of the County, it would have been further 
ſign'd by other Lords, Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral, and by many hundreds of the Gentlemen 
and Freeholders thereof; being perfectly a- 
greeable to their Senſe, as would. evidently 
appear if there were occaſion.

\ . Theſe things being premis'd, it is left to any 
"impartial Reader to judg © 
Whether it is likely, That his Grace the 
Lord Chamberlain, who to his eternal Honour 
is known to have been ſo eminently concetn'd 
in the late happy Revolution, and to have 
continu'd firm and zealous ever ſince in 
the Intereſt of the Government founded 
upon it, would have refusd to introduge this 
And whether, a juſt Acknowledgment of 
the great Care and Vigilance, the prudent 
Management, and excellent Adminiſtration of 
her Majeſty, and thoſe that have the Honour 
to be employ'd and truſted by Her, and of 
their glorious Succeſſes ; firlt, in ſuppreſſing 
a Rebellious Popiſh Mob, rais'd probably to 
obſtruct the Peace of.
